Machines Aid Surgery 


At the recent convention of the 


American College of Surgeons at Cbl- 
cngo, Dr. Fred H. Albee of Xew York, 
an authority on reconstructions! surg- 
ery, In telling about machine-driven 
surgical Instruments, snid: 


"One of the best points about auto- 


matic machine-driven surgical tools Is 
that they reduce the shock of opera- 
tion, because of the speed. This may 
be exemplified by' the fact that a man 
when shot with a steel-Jacketed, swift- 
ly moving bullet, often does not realize 
he Is shot until tbe blood begins to 
flow. But when a man Is shot with 
a slowly moving, soft-nosed bullet, he 
Is knocked down, so -violent Is the 
shock. 


"The same thing applies In opera- 


tions when mallet and chisel are used. 
There the shock Is vastly greater than 
when the cutting Instruments work 
swiftly nnd surely, cutting the hones 
to a true size. Holes are cut to the 
right size and dowels of living bone 
are made to fit exactly."

The most important 
astronomical 


event si'hednleU fur 1«24 Is the near 
opposition of Mars next August. Ev- 
ery fifteen or seventeen years_ the op- 
position of Mars occurs when the planet 
Is not far frnm perihelion, or the point 
in its orbit nearest the sun. The 
planet is then about 20,000.000 miles 
nearer to tlie earth than it Is at Its 
most distant opposition, which occurs 
when It Is near aphelion, or the point 
farthest from the sun. The last close 
opposition of Msrs occurred In Septem- 
ber, 1009. when Mars came within 30,- 
180,000 miles of tbe earth. On August 
22 of this year, a few hours before It 
comes into opposition with the sun. 
Mars will be nt n distance of 3I,(>30.- 
000 miles from the earth, which Is 
very nearly. If nnt quite, ns close 03 
It can ever c*" 
ime to the earth, and 


about one and a half million miles 
nearer than It was fifteen years ago.

East African Elephant 


Herds Growing Larger 


The elephant is a very useful ani- 


mal both for draft purposes sad for 
ivory. A few years ago 70,000 were 
slaughtered annually for their tusks, 
so that it seemed as though there was 
a good chance of the big animal's be- 
coming extinct. \VIse laws, however, 
have checked the destruction so that 
the number is Increasing. Tlie war 
gave the elephants their chance and 
the British authorities In F.nst Africa 
have also protected them. South of 
Zambesi the elephant Is virtually ex- 
tinct and the Cape market for ivory 
has ceased to exist. 


At prestnt Mozambique is the con- 


\ft of the Ivory trade. Oddly enough, 
the Portuguese, through TrJiose hands 
It comes, send nearly all the ivory 
across to Bombay, where it Is sorted 
nnd cut and dispatched to the Euro- 
pean markets. The world's supply of 
real elephant ivory Is now about 250 
tons a year.—Scientific American.

In one of the provinces grew a tree 
the bark of which \vac eald to cure 
fever. The governor of the provinces, 
hearing some yours later that the 
countess had contracted the dread dis- 
ease, sent her a parcel of the bark. 


;It cured her, and later, on reluming 


to Spalo, she took with her quanti- 
ties of the drug. In spite of prejudice 
its use became popular. 
The Irecs 


from which It was obtained were grad- 
ually being used up, and the drug be- 
came, expensive, 


In 1SCO Sir Clements Markhain or- 


ganized an expedition to I'eru to col- 
lect plants of the cinchona with the 
Idea of Introducing their culture into 
India,

of the climatic conditions being EO 
conducive to fever. 
• Although the plants died on the way 
to Indln, the seeds survived, and now 
there are flourishing plantations In 
Burma and Ceylon; while more recent- 
ly the tree has been cultivated' with 
success In Jamaica and South Africa.

movement for each note; therefore, 
there vcere tb'ree distinct movements 


As there were 24 notes a second, 


anfl each of these notes involved three 
distinct movements, 
that amounted 


to 72 movements In each second of- 
time. 


Moreover, each of these notes was 


determined by tlie will to a chosen 
place, with a certain force at a cer- 
tain time and with a certain duration. 
Therefore, 
there were four distinct 


qualities In each of the 72 movements 
in each second. 


Such were the transmissions oitt- 


wanl. 
And ail those were conditional 


on consciousness of the position of 
each hand and each finger before it 
was moved, and. while moving It, the 
sound of each nnte nnd the force of 
each touch. 


Consequently, there were three con- 


scious sensations for each note. There 
were 72 transmissions a second. I-M 
to and from, :m.l those with constant 
change of quality. 


Kvery second there were not frwer 


than 200 transmissions of nerve fun-,- 
to and from the brain, outward at:'! 
itownwnrd. 


How Steel 7s Joined

The man with the musk whom you 


occasionally sec beside the tracks is 
melting a stick of the-hardesi kind of 
Bessemer steel down Into' the crack 
formed by the ends of the mils made 
of manganese steel.'

the hundreds Is to soak a cheap sponge 
In sweetened woter and place It where 
the ints play. The sponge serves as 
a trap. When the ants hnve crawled 
Into the pore», inlnlatnre death caves 
In the sponge, they are easily killed 
by dropping sponge anil all Into boiling 
water. 


To kill ants In their nests, which 


they build In the ground, on lawns nnd 
golf links, pour carbon dtsulphlde In 
the holes" and plug them with earth. A 
6 per cent kerosene emulsion can be 
used effectively In greenhouses. This 
has been applied safely by governuien 
experts direct to the soil of infested 
flower pots where geranium and hello 
trope plants were growing.

Study Fluctuations. 


Kn say eiiiiiomlsts of (lie Department 


of Agriculture who have Investigated 
fluctuation* In hog production from 
1871 to lOlfl. 
These detailed studies 


were made by -Dr. Si-wall Wright, of 
the animal husband"- division, bureau 
of nnlinal Industry, and are part of a 
program nf studies dealing wlih meat 
animals Initiated some time ago under 
the general supervision of E. W. Sheets, 
aiflstant chief of the division. 
The 


period mentioned, 1?71 to 191ft, was 
chosen for study because the aim was 
to find out what relations exist be- 
tween hog" production and prices and 
the corn situation In normal times. 
Since the World war disturbed normal 
conditions, the w'iir period was left out 
of the reckoning. 
The close connec- 


lion between corn prices and bog pro- 
duction Is due, of course, to the fact 
that about 85 per cent of the corn crop 
Is consumed by live stock and Is the 
principal element In the cost of pro- 
ducing hogs. 
Altogether about 40 per 


cent of the total corn crop Is consumed 
by hog's. 


It has been found that hog breeding 


reaches its mailmum from half a ye»r 
to a year after hoir-price's, touch their 
peak In relation to corn prices, n.nd be- 
gin to decline. . Tills belated action by l 
the breeders produces a surplus of 
hogs a year or more later, by which 
time the hog-cnrn ratio Is usually.at 
or near Us low point. On the other 
hand, breeding does rot reach Its low 
point until some time after the hog- 
corn price ratio has begun to rise 
again. There Is consequently n awing 
to underproduction. 
A'ny cause lend- 


ing to unusual profits or losses sets up 
oscillations In the number of hogs run- 
ning about four years from crest to 
crest.

Should Study Condition!. 


Apparently the price, which tlie pack- 


ers pay for hogs during a given season 
does not depend wholly on the actual 
supply offered. Jt Is Influenced to a 
greater extent by current .and pros- 
pective conditions In the country as a 
whole, as Indicated by the amount of 
breeding that.has been done and by 
recent and current tendencies In corn 
prices. It Is, therefore,-suggested that 
the formers would tie well advised to 
study these conditions, Instead of blind- 
ly rushing Into hog production when 
'prices are high and going out of the 
business when prices are low. 


The department's Investigators were 


struck with the fact thnt during the 
period studied the summer live weight 
of hogs marketed gave a remarkably 
close indication of the amount of breed- 
Ing for the twelve-months' period end- 
Ing In the following fall.

high at the expense of the winter sea- 
son, whenever the corn supply permits 
this to he dune. This Is why the corn 
crop has Its maximum effect on bog 
slaughter In the summer nfler It was 
raised.
